the South Vietnamese who have helped 
the U.S. government in the past.

Reporters and photographers today 
were admitted to the Oval Office where 
Ford was meeting with Secretary of 
State Henry A 
Kissinger.

The President said that he had worked 
until 1:15 a m on the speech Kissinger 
could be overheard to say ‘i ’ve got a 
few suggestions.” 
Kissinger is reported to be pushing 
Ford to take a tough line, urging that 
adversaries be warned that the United 
States will stand by its commitments. 
Other aides are said to be telling the 
President to take a more conciliatory 


stance and to appeal for bipartisanship 
during a time when U.S. foreign policy 
objectives in Southeast Asia have been 
shaken. 
Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, Army 
Chief of Staff, who returned from a fact­ 
finding mission to South Vietnam last 
Friday, has estimated that $700 million 
is needed to put the South Vietnamese 
Army back on its feet. 


As late as Wednesday evening, White 
House Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
Ford had ‘‘not made up his mind” 
whether to renew his appeal to Congress 
for military aid for South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. The President has already 
said he will seek humanitarian aid. 
He still has before Congress a request 
for $300 million in military aid for South 


Reds capture another capital 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist tanks and infantry backed by artillery swept into 
Xuan Loc province capital today and attacked other government positions as close 
as 25 miles to Saigon Thick columns of smoke rising from the battlefield could be 
seen in Saigon. 
Xuan Loc, 38 miles east of Saigon, was pounded by more than 4,000 rounds of North 
Vietnamese artillery fire. Fleeing civilians said the main Xuan Loc Roman Catholic 
Church was hit today while hundreds of women and children huddled inside. They 
said there were casualties but could give no details. 


Tens of thousands of refugees fled in panic down the French-built highway toward 
Saigon, lining the road for a dozen miles in an attempt to escape the fighting The 
province chief told the Saigon command headquarters by radio that another 12,000 
fled toward Communist lines to the north. 


Military sources said the drive by two North Vietnamese divisions —with two 
more in reserve —may be the start of a major Communist offensive against Saigon 
The Battle for Xuan Loc, which began Wednesday, is the first major test for the 
South Vietnamese armed forces following three weeks of disastrous routs 
throughout the northern two-thirds of the nation. 


Fighting also flared up today along Highway 15 leading to the resort city of Vung 
Tau on the coast 45 miles southeast of Saigon, now jammed with thousands of 
refugees who fled there from the north. Reporters in the field said marines there 
had orders to blow up bridges outside Vung Tau if the Communists launch a major 
assault on the city 


Vietnam and $220 million for Cambodia 
He gave some indication at a news 
conference last week in San Diego that 
he might seek even more funds to help 
South Vietnam survive 


Sources said Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
Frederick Weyand, whom Ford sent on a 
fact-finding mission to Saigon, has 
estimated that re-equipping the South 
Vietnamese Army would require more 
than $700 million. It lost more than $1 
billion worth of equipment, including 
tanks and planes, when it retreated in 
panic from the central highlands, giving 
up three-quarters of government held 
territory. 
Nessen said former President Richard 
M. Nixon assured South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu both 
publicly and privately in 1973 in effect 
that the United States would provide 
adequate economic and military aid and 
would ‘‘react vigorously” in case of 
massive Communist violations of the 
peace accords. Nessen said Congress 
has since ruled out any U.S. military 
intervention. 
Ford invited congressional leaders of 
both parties to White House briefing 
Wednesday afternoon. 
None of the 
Democratic Senate leaders, including 
Mike Mansfield, attended 
House Democratic leader Thomas P. 
O’Neill said Ford told the group his 
speech tonight would be “blunt, frank, 
candid, 
hard,” 
and 
would

bipartisan cooperation But Ford did not 
give the legislators details. 


Satellite plumbs oceans, probes gravity fields

time. The launch was supervised by 
NASA. 
Following its “text-book experiment” 
launch, GEOS-3 was in good orbit and 
doing well this morning, according to 
Walt Dundon of NASA’s Western Launch 
Operations Division. 
According to a NASA spokesman, 
GEOS was circling the earth once every 
102 minutes at an altitude of 523 to 526 
miles. The planned orbit had been 523 
miles high — the time it would take to 
circle the earth, 101.8 minutes. 
The $12.5 million, 750-pound satellite 
designed and built by the Applied 
Physics Lab of the Johns Hopkins 
University will be one of the best 
tracked satellites to this time. It will be 
tracked not only from the ground by 
laser doppler-type radar and two radar 
bands, but for the first time from space 
by the ATS-6 (Applications Technology 
Satellite-6). 
GEOS-3 boats another new measuring 
system - 
a radar altimeter Radar 


pulses beamed from the satellite will 
gauge the height, length and direction of 
ocean waves and the topography of the 
earth’s surface to within 40 to 80 inches. 
Through this data, scientists hope to 
learn more about the earth’s gravity 
field and ocean circulation patterns. 
Such measurements have been limited 
to date 


If GEOS can provide an improved 
gravity field model it will help NASA in 
three ways to achieve goals necessary 
for their emerging Earth and Ocean 
Physics 
A pplications 
P rogram 
(EOPAP). First, an improved gravity 
field model will be instrumental in 
helping 
improve 
satellite 
orbit 
determinations. 


Second, it will improve the accuracy 
of scientists’ concept of the mean sea 
level, which in turn will help determine 
the effects of ocean currents on sea 
surface topography. Third, it could 
provide an increased understanding of 


plate tectonics (movement ot portions 
of the earth’s crust) which would help in 
understanding 
mechanisms 
which 
produce earthquakes. 
The GEOS-3 altimeter could provide 
rapid globe-wide determination of ocean 
tides. To present, most ocean tide 
measurements have been made at 
coastal 
stations 
and 
only 
limited 
numbers of measurements of deep 
ocean tides have been made. 
At press time NASA Goddard Space 
Flight Center had not determined the 
exact time experiments would start 
with GEOS-3 However, a 21-foot boom 
which will keep altimeter and radar 
equipment pointed toward the earth, had 
been extended five feet Two C-band 
radars were on and radio doppler 
equipment was expected to go into op­ 
eration tomorrow The boom should be 
extended to its full 21 feet by Saturday, 
according to NASA sources and the 
radar altimeter will go into operation at 
that time.

Montebello by the Highway Patrol, 
accusing her of violating the state 
requirement that 1966-70 automobiles be 
equipped with an additional emission- 
control device to reduce the amount of 
NOX, nitrogen oxide, in exhaust gases. 
The law has been the subject of years 
of resistance and debate A bill to repeal 
it is currently under consideration in the 
state Assembly, where it was turned 
down Monday, and a similar bill was 
approved by the state senate The CHP 
has held up enforcement in most cases, 
issuing only warnings, at the request of 
legislators who wanted time to repeal 


the law 
The assembly was scheduled to vote 
again today on the bill 
Originally, the law covered the entire 
state, but has been whittled down to 
cover only autos in the five-county South 
Coast Air Basin around Los Angeles, 
though the provisions apply to autos 
elsewhere when ownership changes 
Opponents of the law argue that the

seriously 
damage 
engines, 
cause a drastic increase in gasoline 
consumption, make autos difficult to 
start and hard to drive, make no 
significant dent in air pollution and are 
ndl needed because 5- 10-year-old cars 
are disappearing by attrition anyway.

Kallman asks board to hike 
planning membership to 10

Kallman is asking the Board of Supervisors to 
increase the County Planning Commission 
membership from nine to 10 by giving him 
another appointee on the planning body. 
Kallman explained that he feels that an 
inequity has existed in regard to his district of 
the western Santa Barbara area and the 
northeast portion of Goleta Valley since 
redistricting took place in 1971 
All other supervisors on the board have two 
appointees each on the commission 
Kallman has dispatched a proposed resolution 
to the board seeking approval of a government 
code amendment 
to allow a 
10-member 
commission 
It would be the first time there has been a 
planning body of this size, should the proposal 
be adopted 
Kallman and the other supervisors were 
unavailable for comment Wednesday — all of 
them being out of town on business 
Word was carried down into the Planning 
Commission meeting of Kallman’s proposal. 
Some members wondered at the wisdom of 
having an even-numbered commission in view 
of the likelihood it would wind up with 5-5 
deadlocked votes, and thus be completely 
ineffective 
Many votes now are 5-4 with 
Kallman’s appointee, Mrs. Don Hamister, of 
Goleta Valley, seemingly not in tune with 
Kallman’s wishes or philosophy 


At any rate, observers said, Kallman’s vote 
on the Board of Supervisors has been used 
numerous times already since he took office 
early in January to upset recommendations of 
the planning body and the vote of Mrs. 
Hamister 
County Building sources said it was likely that 
Kallman wouldn’t have advanced his proposal 
without knowledge of support from Board 
chairman Francis Beattie and Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher, north county members, who 
are arrayed against limited growth advocates 
James M. Slater and Frank J. Frost, South 
Coast members along with Kallman 
Kallman presented figures to show that his 
district now has an 
unincorporated area 
population of about 17,140 persons, more than 
that of the First District and almost as many as 
the Fifth District — both of which have two 
commission members. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson said the 
commission was established with six members 
in 1927 and remained at this number until 
increased to seven in 1947, when a Santa Ynez 
Valley representative was added 
The nine-member commission was set up in 
1965 
Previously the geographical area of the 
Second District coincided generally with that of 
Santa Barbara city boundaries. But in 1971 
redistricting had the result of extending the 
district boundaries to include portions of 
unincorporated Goleta Valley.

investigation, it was indicated. 
The police probe, sought by 
county maintenance officials 
when it appeared that up to 400 
rolls 
of 
toilet 
paper 
has 
disappeared from the single 
rest room in the last six 
months, could be expanded to 
include a person who was said 
by one of the women to have a 
"roomful of toilet paper” in a 
Santa Barbara address. 
The 
two 
women 
were 
detained in the rest room one 
day last week when county 
employes 
who 
had 
been 
watching the area spotted them 
with 
toilet paper in their 
shopping cart. 
But county authorities said 
th e 
women 
“ denied 
everything.” They also said 
keys to the toilet roll dispenser 
were found thrown in a toilet 
bowl after the women were 
detained 
"I want a lawyer; I want a 
lawyer,” one of the women 
insisted. 
Police gently questioned the 
two 
elderly 
women 
and 
released them when county 
officials said they did not wish 
to press charges. 
But onlookers heard one of 
the two women say: 
"Why should I take their 
toilet paper I’ve got a brother 
at home who has a whole 


roomful of it.” 
Confronted with a roll of 
what appeared to be county 
toilet paper in their shopping 
cart, the women reportedly 
said they needed it to help a 
relative “who suffered nose 
bleeds.” 
Maintenance 
Supervisor 
Frank Kitley said he felt the 
two women — if they were the 
ones involved in the thefts — 
had "learned their lesson" with 
the confrontation. 
He said he was amazed to 
learn the two women returned 
to the building a few days later 
and right after that the alarm 
went out that the supplies of 
toilet paper were down to zero 
again. 
‘ We’ve lost about 400 rolls 
over six months in that one 
restroom,” said Kitley. "We 
were raising heck with the 
janitor But he kept saying he 
replenished the supplies there 
everytime they were gone.

Warren said it has been 
publicly predicted that leaks of 
this type can be anticipated in 
the Hanford tanks until such 
time as the current program 
for converting liquid wastes to 
solid wastes is completed.

It disclosed that between 1970 
and 1973, homicides increased 
by 18 5 per cent; rapes and 
attempted rapes by 40.1 per 
cent; robberies by 36.7 per 
cent; assaults on students by 
85.3 per cent;

Scott, 33, accompanied by 
pro basketball superstar Bill 
Walton, answered no questions 
on the advice of counsel He 
said he would not talk with the 
FBI or respond to questioning 
by a grand jury.

Symbionese Liberation Army 
fugitives reportedly stayed in a 
Pennsylvania 
farm house 
rented by Scott’s wife, Micki. 
The FBI has telephone records 
of calls between the farmhouse 
and Walton's home in Portland, 
Ore., where the two Scotts 
were visiting 
The Scotts dropped out of 
sight just before the public 
learned of the farmhouse last 
month FBI agents since have 
been 
interrogating 
Scott’s 
friends and family. 
Newsmen were summoned 
abruptly 
Wednesday 
to 
a 
lawyer's office and then sent 
speeding to Glide Methodist 
Church where the Scotts and 
Walton appeared 
FBI agents surrounded the 
building, but took no action 
since there is no warrant or 
subpoena for Scott. 
The Scotts denounced what 
they called FBI harassment 
and expressed fear “of being 
set up and possibly killed’’ by 
agents anxious for a shootout 
with the SLA. 


“First of all,“ the Scotts 
said, “we have done nothing 
wrong. We are not fugitives. 
We have not been charged or 
convicted of any crime ” 
The hint of a connection with 
Hearst came when they said 
“Our actions of the past year 
are completely defensible. If 
we somehow acted to avert 
bloodshed 
and 
killing, 
we 
certainly find that nothing to 
apologize for ” 
They 
said 
Miss 
Hearst 
“apparently concluded during 
the first few weeks of her 
kidnaping“ that the FBI had no 
concern for her safety and that 
her life was endangered by 
“trigger-happy agents.” 
The Scotts said they would 
not answer grand jury ques­ 
tions, if asked, because “total 
noncollaboration with this gov­ 
ernment is our moral respon­ 
sibility.” 
Walton said he was “terribly 
sorry” he had discussed the 
case with the FBI.

and Cleveland Edwards, 20

testified that tower guard O.G. Miller shot the 
three men with a 30 caliber carbine during a 
fight in the exercise yard at the California 
Training Facility in Monterey County. 
Attorney Mel Belli, representing the family, 
argued that the men had been deliberately “set 
up ’ for the killing because of a racial 


conspiracy at CTF 
He said Miller, an expert marksman, fired 
only four shots and shot convicts Miller and 
Nolen through the heart Edwards was shot in a 
leg artery and bled to death and a fourth inmate 
was wounded 
Miller, who now lives in Germany, had 
testified that he fired two warning shots and had 
not aimed to kill anyone 
Announcement of the verdict triggered an 
emotional scene as families and friends of the 
slain prisoners broke down in tears, embraced 
each other and hugged and kissed attorney Scott 
Hanson, who handled the case with Belli.

Recipes of a century ago have been gathered for this cooking column in the 
Record’s anniversary edition today. The first given has been used by four 
generations in the family of Edith Mary (Mrs. Gordon) Davis. When her 
mother used the recipe it called for “ 15 cents worth of nuts.” 


Dark Nut Bread 
1 cup dark brown sugar 
1 egg beaten slightly 
1 cup sour milk or buttermilk 
I tsp. soda stirred into milk 
pinch of salt 
1 tsp. vanilla 
2 cups flour sifted with 1 tsp. baking powder 
1 cup walnuts 
Mix in order given then spread in greased bread pan. Bake 45 minutes at 3£> 
degrees. 
From her Grandmother Marsh in England, Edith Mary got the following 
recipe, often used 


Grandma’s Christmas Peanut Bars 
3 eggs beaten to a foam 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
Sift these together three times, then slowly add a scant cup boiling water 
stirring constantly Bake in 9x13 pan at 350 degrees for 30-35 minutes. 
Cut in squares and frost, then roll in peanuts. Here again, the original recipe 
calls for “ 10 cents worth of shucked peanuts.” Edith Mary notes that dry 
roasted peanuts work “ okay.” Use as many chopped nuts as you desire. 


Ice with following frosting, then roll in the nuts 
1 cup milk 
2 V2 tbsp. sugar 
IV2 tbsp. flour 
Mix together and boil about 15 minutes. Coo! and add two tbsp butter and 
1 Vt cups powdered sugar. Beat well. 
Edith Mary Miller of Craig, Neb., an aunt for whom Mrs. Davis was named 
made the following dessert. 


Aunt Edith’s Date Cake 
1 cup chopped dates 
1 tsp. soda 
1 cup boiling water 
Mix together and let stand until cool. 
1 cup brown sugar creamed with 1 tbsp. butter. Add 1 egg beaten, 1 tsp. 
vanilla, 1 pinch salt, W z cups flour, l/z cup chopped nuts. 
Add to date mixture and bake in loaf pan 30-40 minutes at 350 degrees. Frost 
with 2 cups powdered sugar mixed with 3-4 tbsp hot cream. Blend in 1 tsp. 
vanilla. 
Dale Laubly has given us recipes handed down in her family which she finds 
tasty and remembers her mother using Vegetable catsups, conserves and 
preserves 
sound 
old-fashioned 
in 
these days 
but were the usual 
accompaniments to meals in former days. So very easy are the directions here 
given for preserving home-grown rhubarb, and nearly all home gardens 
boasted at least a few plants. 


Preserving rhubarb 
Wash and cut rhubarb in small pieces and pack in sterilized jars. Fill jar 
with cold water and seal under water. This insures against letting air into the 
jar and rhubarb packed this way will keep indefinitely. 
Highly recommended are the following: 


Cucumber catsup 
12 large cucumbers and 4 large onions, grated or ground in food chopper 


(blade 3) Put m sack with Vz cup salt and let dram overnight In the morning, 
measure juice from the mixture and throw away. Add to the pulp as much 
vinegar as the measured liquid. Add sugar, cayenne pepper and celery seed to 
taste. Bottle and keep in a cool place 
Will keep all winter if kept covered with vinegar. Makes three quarts. 
Grape Conserve 
To every 5 lbs grapes, take 3 lbs. sugar, 2 lbs. seeded raisins and V* lb 
English walnut meats Separate the pulp from the skins of the grapes and cook 
pulp until the seeds separate easily. Remove seeds, add skins to pulp. Add 
sugar and boil slowly for 20 minutes. Add raisins and boil about 20 minutes 
longer Add nutmeats, boil up a minute. Seal hot in sterilized glasses or jars. 
Gertie (Mrs. Veril) Campbell checked her recipe files to find some old- 
timers passed down in the family. From her husband’s Grandmother, 
Margaret Coe comes the first. 


Grandma’s Cookies 
3eggs 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup lard 
1 cup water 
3tsp baking powder 
1 tsp. vanilla 
salt 
flour enough to make a soft dough. 
Mix, roll and cut. 
For a filling use: 
1 cup boiling water 
1 cup sugar 
1 lb. raisins run through chopper 
Boil in double boiler until smooth. Add 2 tbsp. flour beaten smooth in water, 
juice of one lemon, small chunk butter. Add nuts if desired. Cool. Place 1 tsp. 
filling on half the cookies, cover with a second and press the edges together. 
Bake in moderate oven. 
In Mrs. Campbell’s family they made their own mustard sauce. 


Prepared Mustard 
1 cup flour 
1 cup mustard, scant 
Vt cup brown sugar 
1 Ige onion 
1 tbsp. salt 
1 tbsp black pepper (scant) 
1 tbsp. red pepper (scant) 
Vinegar to make pasted. Let the mixture stand one week before using Other 
family recipes include: 
Potted Beef for Lunch 
Cub 2 lbs lean beef and put on to boil. When half done add 6 oz butter, 1 tbsp 
cayenne pepper, salt, nutmeg, allspice and cloves. Boil until tender. When 
cold run through meat grinder. Add gravy and press into a pan Slice when 
cold. 
Mock Oysters 
Boil milk. Beat one or two eggs to stiff froth and drop a spoonful at a time 
into the boiling milk. Add a little butter, salt and pepper. Serve immediately. 
Baked Cabbage 
Chop 3 lbs. cabbage. Stir in 1 tbsp. flour and 1 tsp butter, dash of red pepper, 
Vz cup water. Put in buttered granite basin. Lay over top, thin slices of bacon. 
Cover and bake in hot oven 1 Vz hours.

$1 billion tax break 
bill gets panel OK 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Californians pushed 
into higher income tax brackets by inflation 
would receive $1 billion in tax breaks during the 
next two years under a bill approved by a Senate 
committee. 
The legislation (SB34) by Sen Dennis E. 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, was sent to the 
Senate Finance Committee on a 6-2 vote 
Wednesday by the Revenue and Taxation 
Committee 


Carpenter said “ government is getting rich 
from inflation" because of an "unintended 
windfall’' produced when double-digit inflation 
pushes taxpayers into higher tax brackets. 
For example, an average married couple with 
two dependents earning $10,000 this year would 
pay $64 in state income taxes 


With a 10 per cent pay increase to keep pace 
with inflation, the same family would earn 
$11,000 next year but pay $B4-or 32 per cent 
more—in state taxes because the raise would 
thrust the family into a higher tax bracket 
Under Carpenter’s bill, which adjusts tax 
brackets according to inflation, the family 


would pay $70 in taxes on its $11,000 income 
The measure would mean taxpayers would 
gain —and the state would lose —about $345 
million in income taxes in the 1976-76 fiscal year 
and $660 million in the following year 
Cliff Allensby, an official in the Brown 
administration’s Finance Department, opposed 
the bill, contending the extra taxes are needed 
to offset inflation’s impact on government 
costs. 
"Windfall or not," he said, "the budget is 
narrowly balanced ” 
Allensby said if Carpenter’s bill was passed, 
the difference presumably would have to be 
made up with a tax increase. 
Carpenter acknowledged a tax hike might be 
needed But he said it would be better for the 
legislature to intentionally enact a tax increase 
than to accept the "inadvertent" income tax 
boost caused by inflation. 
Sen. John Dunlap. D-Napa, voted against the 
bill, arguing that the measure selectively 
indexed income taxes according to inflation but 
left untouched other taxes such as those on 
property.

LeFlore, though, has not yet 
adopted 
the 
self-effacing 
humor of the veteran Brown, 
who once complained that the 
Tigers gave the rest of the 
players numbers they wanted 
but not him. 
“Kaline got number 6,” he 
said 
recently 
to 
Detroit 
sportswriter Joe Falls, “and 
Northrup 5 and Stanley 24. And 
all I wanted was the number I 
wore as a kid ” 
And what was that?’’ 
“Number 
167895,’’ 
replied 
Brown, 
LeFlore must forego, for the 
moment, trying to be a Redd 
Foxx and concentrate on trying 
to be a Ty Cobb, with whom 
some are drawing compari­ 
sons. 
He is supposed to be the 
fastest and one of the most 
exciting Tigers since Cobb 
He can also hit for power, 
and this particularly impressed 
the Tiger management when he 
was given a one-day reprieve 
from prison in early 1972 to try 
out with Detroit.

He said he was from a 
relatively middle class home in 
the ghetto of Detroit But he 
had no interest in school, and

He 
snorted the conventional street 
cocaine, 
smoked 
marijuana 
and shot some heroin. He threw 
rocks at police cars. And one 
day he brainstormed an armed 
robbery of a check-cashing 
store with two friends. 


"It wasn’t really too brainy 
of m e,” he said, “because we 
were caught an hour later. We 
got $3,500 and didn't spend a 
dime of it.” He was sentenced 
from 5 to 15 years. 


In prison, he was a tough. On 
his first day. there was the 
tra d itio na l 
h om osexual 
approach He said he knew he 
was being tested He grabbed a 
baseball bat and “cracked the 
guy upside the head.” He said 
he wasn’t approached again. 


He was told to pick potatoes 
in a prison farm He refused. 
Solitary confinement for 3 4 
months. Out, he was told to 
work in a prison factory. He 
refused. Another 2 4 months of 
solitary. All this time he was 
doing a regimen of exercises to 
keep from banging his head 
against the wall in the 6-foot- 
by-9-foot black cell. 


He 
had 
never 
played 
organized sports, but he had 
shown in games like tackle 
football in the Detroit streets 
that he was a good athlete. In 
solitary he decided to play 
sports to bring a little light into 
his life. 
He was soon the prison star 
in 
baseball, 
football 
and 
basketball 
Word got to the 
Tigers about this prison ace, 
who was now an exemplary 
prisoner. And he got his release 
in July of 1972. 
“The fans have been great,” 
said LeFlore. “I never hear a 
bad word from the. In fact, one 
of 
the 
few 
times 
I 
was 
conscious 
that 
they 
were 
thinking about my past was 
when I got my first hit in 
Clinton, Iowa. It was a bloop 
single to center. And there was 
practically a standing ovation. 
“But, hey, it was great. At 
one time I thought the only 
thing I could do when I got out 
of the slam was return to the 
streets. Now, well, it’s like I’ve 
been reborn.”

Denying the obvious 


We guess that the rising crime rate 
will be an issue in the next presidential 
election and that after the voting is over 
whoever wins will appoint another 
crime commission Then after a year or 
18 months the new crime commission 
will bring in a solemn and eloquent 
report that will shortly thereafter be 
forgotten It will be forgotten because it 
won’t tell us what we want to hear What 
we want to hear is that the disgraceful 
American crime rate, which jumped 17 
per cent in 1974 (highest since the FBI 
started collecting statistics 45 years 
ago) is caused by coddling criminals, 
parental permissiveness, the uppitiness 
of non whites and abolishing the death 
penalty. 


No, 
what 
the 
prospective crime 
commission will tell us. as a long line of 
previous (and now forgotten) studies 
have told us is 1) that crime is connected 
with 
other 
social 
problems 
and 
particularly poverty; 2) that crime is 
principally deterred by the celerity of 
justice, not the severity of justice; 3) 
that 
America’s 
unique 
widespread 
distribution of firearms and particularly 
handguns is just fine for robbery and 
murders, and keeps the United States up 
there at the top of the crime league 
among all the big nations, and 4) that, if 
we really want to reduce crime it will 
cost a pretty penny in social reform and 
police improvement, and that probably 
no single investment of money, however 
big, will so improve the quality of 
American life as meeting that cost. 


Richard Nixon made a fine thing out 
of crime Every now and then there is an 
intense spasm of social fury, as Felix 
Frankfurter said, and on the issues of 
law and order Nixon helped create that 
spasm, and then benefited by it. In 1968 
he said the Supreme Court and Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark were soft on 
crim e, 
which 
flowed 
from 
“ a 
generation-long experiment of leniency 
with crim inals.” (The Warren Court had 
ruled that it was unfair to beat up 
suspects in police stations and deprive 
them of lawyers). “We cannot explain 
away crime in this country,” he said, 
“ by charging it off to poverty.” That 
was fine for the hustings because the 
more complex a problem is the more the 
listeners want a simple answer. 


After the 68 election Nixon had the 
awkward task of showing that he had 
reduced crime when he ran again in 
1972. and later on. “The 17-year rise in 
crime has been stopped,” he told the 
nation incorrectly in January 1974. “We 
can confidently say today that we are 
finally beginning to win the war against 
crim e.” What nonsense; what audacity 
the man had. It would be impossible to 
interview the Nixon crime-fighters on 
this today; they are all in jail. He 
himself told the nation in 1973 that the 
only way to attack crime is “without 
mercy. ” < He got pardoned ) 


There was the Wickersham crime 
commission in 1931; Katzenbach, 1967, 
Kerner, 1968; Milton Eisenhower, 1969, 
and half a dozen in between. They all 
said the same thing more or less. 1 
would like the contract for the 1976-77 
Crime Commission: I could compile it 
with scissors and paste. The Kerner 
Commission 
ruefully 
noted 
the 
testimony of distinguished sociologist 
Kenneth Clark saying that he had heard 
the whole scenario on crime before; It is 
a kind of Alice in Wonderland — with the 
same moving picture re-shown over and 
over again, the same analysis, the same 
recommendations, the same inaction. 


The Eisenhower Commission picked 
up the Clark quote from the Kerner 
Commission. 
Then, 
in 
1972, 
came 
another report from the nonpartisan 
business group, the Committee for 
Economic Development. It listed its 
predecessors 
and 
also 
noted 
their 
unheeded message; 


“Their 
recommendations 
over 
a 
period of 40 years display a remarkable 
degree of consistency and similarity... A 
suitable agenda for action has thus been 
available for 40 years.” Crime costs the 
business community $16 billion a year, it 
said. That was 1972. 


They should tell that to George 
Wallace The last time we saw that 
bitter-tongued man of the people he was 
rubbing his hands over the crime issue 
and vowing that if he had his way he 
would make Washington's streets safe 
or bring in the troops. (Sitting there in a 
wheelchair it did not seem fair to ask 
him if he still opposed gun control.) 


Is it astonishing that serious crime 
has jumped 17 per cent in the US when 
unemployment has soared? They go up 
together Unemployment is now 40 per 
cent 
for 
black 
teen-agers 
in 
the 
ghettoes We shall be lucky to escape 
turmoil 
this 
summer. 
The 
black 
community suffers from crime most, 
and perhaps half of it goes unreported,

Most of these commissions end with a 
burst of rhetoric and one must always 
remember that simply because they are 
eloquent does not necessarily mean they 
are untrue Hear, for example, what thé 
Katzenbach report said, 
“Warring 
on 
poverty, 
inadequate 
housing and unemployment is warring 
on crime A civil rights law is a law 
against crime. Money for schools is 
money 
against 
crim e. 
M edical, 
psychiatric 
and 
family 
counseling 
services are services against crime. 
More broadly and most importantly 
every 
effort 
to 
improve 
life 
in 
America's 
inner cities' is an effort 
against crime ” 


What a change in American life 
because of crime Fifty years ago many 
people didn't lock doors at night. Judged 
by 
other 
countries 
the 
decay 
in 
American security is unique. It is 
possible to walk the streets of European 
cities safely at night. Americans are 
diverse in origin but that is hardly an 
adequate explanation for the crime rate. 
We are coming to 
live in bolted 
fortresses. Contrast Tokyo; it has the 
largest population of any city in the 
world and the lowest crime rate. There 
were 213 murders in 1970 (three with 
pistols) New York ( a third smaller in 
population) had 1117 murders, two- 
thirds with guns 
The Eisenhower report five years ago 
found 90 million firearms in civilian 
hands, including 24 million handguns. If 
the Women's movement would now 
recognize revolvers as a chauvinist 
male sex symbol and would move into 
the fight to control them it would be on 
strong ground and would help to cut 
down the homicide rate.

superintendents, Mel Wilde and Alice 
Milligan. Joe Carlin, district business 
manager and key official at all school 
board meetings is a non-smoker. 
Some weeks ago there was an amusing 
happenstance on smoking that occurred 
at a school board meeting. Beattie was 
still on the board. He launched into some 
comments on proposals statewide for 
setting aside a spot on campus for high 
school students to smoke. As he spoke, 
this reporter’s attention was snared by a 
high school coed in the front row of the 
audience. She was smoking. A friend 
leaned across and whispered to me, 
“smoke rings too.” Sure enough the 
puffs of smoke rose in precise little 
rings. 
Smoking 
is presently 
banned 
on 
campus for students. Some teachers 
smoke in faculty lounges.

In a cover 
letter to a printed presentation on the 
subjects, Rodgers said, “...I wish to say 
that I suffer from the hazards of such a 
campaign; I have become interested 
and involved. I feel that solutions to the 
educational problems must be solved, 
and I feel a debt to those who voted for 
me.” 


On way out? 


WASHINGTON - As Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger was flying back 
and forth like a ping-pong ball between 
Egypt and Israel in a vain effort for a 
further 
disengagement, 
this capital 
indulged in a favorite guessing game. 
The question at those intimate little 
dinner parties was; How long will Henry 
stay? 
While the failure of 
his mission may mean 
a reassessment, those 
knowing him best over 
many years believe he 
will leave by the end 
of the year. His im­ 
mediate task is to re­ 
shape American poli­ 
cy in the Middle East 
with the prospect of a 
long, 
quarrelsom e 
conference at Geneva 
as Israel faces the 
united Arab powers. 
Named for everything that goes 
wrong 
everywhere 
in 
the 
world, 
Kissinger sees his fate like that of other 
Secretaries of State who have gone down 
before accumulated troubles at home 
and abroad. In the best of times a 
difficult office, in the worst of times the 
Secretary 
faces 
the 
barricades 
of 
hostility every day. At the end of his 
tenure 
Dean 
Acheson 
took 
his 
punishment from the extreme right; 
Kissinger’s attackers are on the left. 
But the direction of the fire is 
unimportant. The withering fusillade 
destroys the usefulness of the individual. 
There must be added in Kissinger’s 
instance the fact that he was built up. 
with a strong assist from his own ego, to 
the role of Super-K. That inflation was a 
grave handicap 
In the view of intimates, he will leave 
at the end of 1975 to take up residence at 
Oxford in England 
As lecturer in 
residence, dividing his time between the 
towers of academe and an apartment in 
London, he will enjoy the friendship of 
his innumerable friends in England and 
on 
the 
continent. 
Many 
were 
his 
students during his years at Harvard 
At the same time he will have leisure 
to write the memoirs for which he has 
been offered sums running into several 
million dollars. Given his extraordinary 
resources of energy and brain power, all 
this will be a breeze for a man who took 
on so many responsibilities in a trying, 
almost impossible office 
As his friends of long standing see it, a 
factor in this equation is his wife, 
Nancy. An able assistant to Nelson 
Rockefeller in the studies Rockefeller 
directed on defense and foreign policy, 
she is said to have a strong feeling about 
the injustice of the attacks directed at 
her husband. Her own temperament, 
these same friends say, is much more 
adapted to the academic life rather than 
to the constant pressures of high public 
office, 
although 
with 
charm 
and 
intelligence 
she 
responds 
to 
the 
demands that go with being Mrs. 
Kissinger. 
In an interview in the magazine, 
Ladies Home Journal, she says that she 


sees her husband much more as the 
academic type, quietly working away 
writing his books, rather than as a 
cabinet officer in the full blaze of 
publicity. In the interview with Marvin 
Kalb, the CBS correspondent who has 
accompanied the Kissingers on their 
Middle East travels, there can be seen 
an intimation of a wish to go back to the 
quieter life of academia 
Health is still another factor Those 
knowing Kissinger over the years are 
aware that under stress he becomes a 
compulsive eater. At present he looks, 
to put it mildly, decidedly overweight 
and that for a man of his build and for 
his intensity is a built-in risk 
During the present shuttle he was 
pressed by reporters accompanying him 
about rumors that he would be leaving 
the office Having nothing to say on that 
score, he did talk in a general way about 
a 
possible 
successor 
Yes, 
Elliot 
Richardson, currently ambassador to 
Britain, would be excellent And there 
were others. 
Richardson, in a widely reported gaffe 
just before he left Washington, told a 
group of British correspondents that the 
odds were two to one he would be 
Kissinger’s successor 
This self-designation might be an 
impediment to the selection of one who 
as Under-Secretary of State early in the 
Nixon 
administration 
proved 
his 
abilities 
Certainly if President Ford had any 
indication that his Secretary of State 
contemplated resigning he would use 
every argument to keep him in harness 
The President has repeatedly expressed 
not only his belief in Kissinger but his 
reliance on his judgment
